HE ship subsidy bill, which is not really in the 
interest of the American merchant marine, but 


a measure gotten up to give subsidy by the govern- 
ment to great ship syndicates already wealthy— 
has passed the senate. It was passed, however, at 
a very great disturbance to the Republican major- 
ity in the senate, some of the ablest members of 
that party voting against the iniquitous Act. 


It now goes to the house for approval. It is to 


be hoped—in the interest of the people generally 
and in the interest of the very American merchant 
marine, which it is alleged to help—that the Presi- 
dent will veto this iniquitous measure, should it 
pass the house, where it ought to be killed.—Sacra- 
mento Bee. 


The bill in all probability will pass the house 


and go to the president for his approval or rejec- 
tion. 
If he lias stamina enough to withstand the 


pressure that will be brought to bear upon him, and 
exercise his veto power, he will more than offset 
all of the mistakes he has made and will inspire the 
admiration and gratitude of every right thinking 
person and voter in the country. It will be his 
golden opportunity, which, if he embraces will 
place him in the foremost rank among the presi- 
dential candidates in 1904. He would manifest 
such popular strength that the politicians of his 
party would not dare to ignore him and the chances 
would be srtongly in favor of his success in the 
electoral college. 
If, however, he succumbs to the 


boodler pressure, the Democratic national convention 
cO'.ild hardly find a candidate so weak that he 
would not distance him in an easy canter.

The matter ot the chairmanship was men- 
tioned to him by several members of the press, and 
he evidently was gratified by the compliment to his 
ability us a political organi/er manifested in the 
disposition to place him at th- head of the congres- 
sional committee. He spid, h.nvevcr, that lie \vas 
averse to taking the place because there \va-.:tgood 
deal of work attached to it, which he did not feel 
inclined to assume. 


He did not say, though, that he \\ould not ac- 


cept the chairmanship, and senators to whom his 
disinclination to accept it was reported, said they 
hoped to persuade him that it was his duty to ac- 
cept the place.
